MEETS NIMITZ AND 
MACARTHUR IN HONO- 
LULU AFTER SEA TRIP

velt concluded his first war-time 
conference 
with 
Gen.

MacArthur today, bringing to a 
close three days of strategy talks 
that covered every phase of 
the 


uickening Pacific conflict. 
The Southwest Pacific command- 


er was greeted with a friendly "It's 
good to see you 
Doug," by 
the 


chief executive. 


Mr. Roosevelt arrived July 26 
at this fotress island, where two 
and a naif years 
ago Japanese 


bombs blasted the United States 
Into the war. He came here from 
the marine base at San Diogo, 
Calif., where he boarded a cruiser 
shortly after his July 20 speech ac- 
cepting renomlnation for a fourth 
term. 


With MacArthur at the Pearl 


Harbor conference table were Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, Pacific 
fleet commander, and other top- 
flight war chiefs representing the 
full scope of the Pacific campaign 
from pole to pole. 


Later Mr. Roosevelt told report- 


ers the rreetlng planned new of- 
fensives against the Japanese, and 
he' reiterated 
America's 
Pacific 


war goals: To retake and free the 
Philippines and to drive Japan to 
unconditional surrender. 
Visits Pearl Harbor 


The chief executive coupled with 


his conferences detailed visits to 
Pearl Harbor and other military 
Installations, converted from the 
Japanese-wrought havoc of Dec. 7, 
1941. into an island bristling with 
land, sea and air fighting power. 
He termed the 
conversion 
the 
"most amazing change" he had 
ever seen. 


Admiral 
Nimitz 
and 
General 


MacArthur—the latter wearing a 
leather field jacket—went aboard 
the president's ship to greet the 
chief executive as soon as he ar- 
rived at Pearl Harbor. 


"It's good to see you, Doug," tho 


President said to MacArthur as 
the two men came down the gang- 
plank into a navy yard teeming 
with sailors 
and 
workers.

crowd applauded.

effort to fire the cty. 


But the attempt failed, and the 


Americans found destruction 
far 
less than at Rennes. 


.While the commanding general

beds of the grassy city park, sni- 
pers' guns popped within earshot. 


Maj. Thomas P. Brooks Of San 


Antonio, Tex., whose force 
ran 


into an enemy column, declared:: 
"tho 
Germans fought plenty hard 
but they didn't have a chance to 
make a stand." 


The reception the doughboys got 
here was moving. 


A half dozen GI's galloped down 


the main street astride 
beautiful 
scrrels. 
They were 
having 
the 


time of their lives and when some- 
body asKed what was the idea they 
yelled: "We're mounties." 


Cheers of townspeople crowding 
the streets tutned to cstcalls and 
whistles every, time a truckload of 
sullen German prisoners lumbered 
by. 


On the approaches to Le Mans 
I counted ai least 20 German tanks, 
some fire-blackened and others ap- 
parently untouched. It was likely 
that the crews of the latter aban- 
doned tl.cm when the tanks ran 
out of gat. Many fell victims 
to

stantin K. Rokossovsky's forces, 
despite the bitterest German re- 
sistance of tho entire slimmer cam- 
paign, extended slowly hut inexor- 
ably their Vistula river bridgehead 
below Warsaw, and exploded

of the Polish capital. 


Rokossovsky, hold at hay with- 


in artillery shot of Warsaw, shov- 
ed the Germans back northwest of 
Siedlce, seemingly In preparation 
for an offensive to by-pass War- 
saw and head for East Prussia. 
In the drive toward Liepaja, the 
Russians seized 
communications 


lines around Auce, 70 miles east 
of the Baltic port. 
Riga, an even 


greater prize, was the goal of an- 
other Russian column battling far- 
ther north. 


The Red army seized more than 


700 settlements yesterday, a Rus- 
sian war bulletin said, killing moro 
than 3,800 nazis and knocking out 
or destroying more than 120 enemy 
tanks. It was the ninth straight 
day the Russians had recorded loss 
of more than 100 tanks by the 
Germans. 


Germans Counterattacking. 


The Germans were reported coun- 
terattacking savagely es -the pros- 
pect of Red army Invasion of East 
Prussia mounted hourly.

HAVE SUNK 16 MORE 
JAPANESE VESSELS 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 10.—(/TV- 


American submarines, operating in 
Japanese waters have destroyed 
another 17 enemy vessels including 
one warship, the navy announced 
today. 


The latest bag of the far-ranging 


submerslbles, which may have op- 
erated in coastal waters of the 
Japanese homeland, brings to 839 
the number of Japanese ships of 
all types sunk, probably sunk or 
damaged 
by submarines alone. 


Included in the total are 51 war- 


ships definitely sent to the bottom 
11 probably sunk and 14 damaged. 
The damage to the enemy mer- 
chant fleet Includes 633 ships sunk, 
26 probably sunk and 101 damag- 
ed. 


A medium sized tanker wis In- 
cluded in the latest announcement, 
thus cutting deeper Into the ene- 
my's swiftly dwindling fuel trans- 
portation facilities.

ROOSEVELT MEETS 
TOP COMMANDERS OF

JAPAN BOASTS HENGYANG

President Roosevelt has conclud- 


ed a three-day strategy conference 
at Pe.arl Harbor with Adm. Chester 
Nimitz, and Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur. mapping what he said were 
new offensives to force Japan to 
unconditional surrender. 


News of tho secret meeting—the 
President's first wartime session 
with tho top commanders In the 
Pacific—was made known today. 
The conference ended July 29. 


We are going back to the Phil- 


ippines, the President told news- 
men in Honoliilu, and MacArthur 
is going to be a part of the oper- 
ation. We are going to give the 
islands their Independence. 
The President's visit pointed up 
the accelerating pace of the Pa- 
cific war and followed the recent 
visit of Fleet Commander in Chief 
Ernest J. King to Salpan and Pearl 
Harbor. 


Japan, meanwhile, was boasting 


that American forces suffered a 
"major disaster" in tho claimed 
capture of Hengyang. perhaps seek- 
ing solace for the Japanese de- 
bacle on Guam—now cleared of all 
organized 
resistance—and 
for 


multiplying reverses on every oth- 
er battlefront of the Pacific war.

THAT GERMANS SHOULD BE GIVEN 
TASTE VERY ROUGH TREATMENT

I have before me a letter from 
a reader hotly advocating the "to- 
tal extermination" of Germany's 
population as the only way to In- 
sure peaco. 


That of course represents an ex- 


treme 
(though not rare) 
view- 


point, and one which Im sure my 
correspnodent wouldn't back up on 
a showdown. However, I've yet tn 
encounter anybody who ventured 
an opinion at all who didn't say he 
hoped the allied 
armies 
would 


fight their way through the relch 
so the German poeplo would get 
overwhelming punishment. 


Well, that's an argument we need 
not try to settle here. 
Probably 


all agree that just but heavy ret- 
ribution is necessary to prevent 
repetition of aggression, and In this 
connection I call attention to the 
fact that the fatherland just now 
Is entering a period of chastening 
which will be hell. 


Our column yesterday pointed 


out that kteo MMt f«w we*ki are 


going to be among the most crucial 
of the war for Germany. This Is 
the period of the great 
retreat 


of Hitler's broken armies to his 
Inner defenses—a catastrophic re- 
versal of the victorious blitzkrieg 
with which he opened the war. 


Thus both military end civilians 
are about to hs put through a fierco 
tost of morale. 
Dor fcuhrer will 


be lucky if they don't crack up. 


The defeats the Germans are 


suffering now are far worse than 
anything they encountered In the 
last war. 
Their casualties In the 


previous conflict were 7,142,658 and 
already tho present conflagration 
has claimed an estimated 9,000,000. 


Talk about annihilating the Ger- 


mans: The young men who would 
sire the future generations aro be- 
ing sacrificed by Hitler at fearful 
rate In a mad effort to delay the 
surrender which must corne.

Plane Crashes 


Emhouse; 


Mone Injured 


A B-M bomber plane .on si test 
flight from the North American 
'actory near Dallas crashed and 
mrned three miles east of Emhouse 
at 10:50 a. m. Tuesday, according 
to Deputy Sheriffs Sam T. Curry 
and Billle Burton who returned 
'rom the scene of the accident at 
11:46 p. m. 
The four 
occupants, the test 
crew, balled to safety, the officers 
were Informed. The plane began 
oslng altitude, the officers stated 
at 10,000 feet, and the crew start- 
ed parachctlng to safety at about 
the 4,000-footlevel. The crew mem- 
jers jumped In Ellis county, while 
the huge craft continued several 
miles to Navarro county and set- 
tled down finally In a cotton patch 
on the Fortson ranch la Chambers 
Creek lowlands near the eld chan- 
nel. 
Mr. Green, tenant, was hoeing 
cotton at the time and reported 
to the officers the bomber almost 
fell on him. 
Approximately an 


acre of land was burned. The of- 
ficers reported the plane was still 
burning when they returned to 
Corsicana. 
Two of the four-man crew had 


been rescued In Ellis county when 
the local officers returned to Cor- 
sicana during the noon hour. A 
farm boy was quoted as saying he 
saw four parachutists in the air a 
short time before the crash. 
The two deputy sheriffs, State 
Highway Patrolman Byron Currin, 
ambulances from 
Sutherland-Mc- 


Cammon and Corley*t and officers 
from Corsicana Field, Air Activi- 
ties of Texas, answered the call. 
As soon as the flames subside, 


wrecker crews ere expected to de- 
termine the cause of the crash. 
A number of gun shells were re- 
ported in the plane, but It was not 
known at the site of 
the 
flqe 
whether they were live ammunl' 
tlon or not, and the danger of ex- 
ploding from fuel tanks not burned 
caused the roping off of a consid- 
erable area in the immediate vi- 
cinity. 
The officers said that the crew 
had radioed to the North American 
plant they were in trouble and ball- 
ing out before they left the ship
